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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's argument that "there is no suggestion 
in Pardini to use 5 mole %" was not persuasive. The reference is clearly suggestive of 3 mole %. It is reasonable to shift the burden to 
Appiicant to show some unusual and/or unexpected result over this teaching, especially when Applicants specification indicates a range 
beginning as low as 2 mole % would be suitable. Applicant's also argue field of endeavor that the instant invention is directed to 
controlled release polymers whereas the prior art is directed to anti-microbial synthetic fibers. This argument was not persuasive since the 
scope of the presented claims do not provide an exclusion that the claimed polymer cannot be in fiber form. The claims are generic. 
Furthermore, the scope of the claims are not directed to controlled release polymers, but merely a polymer product, per se. Applicant also 
argues unexpected results have been shown by Comparative Example 1. This was not persuasive since Comparative Example 1 does 
not compare with the closest prior art , which are the specific teachings of Pardini. When comparing with the prior art to show unexpected 
results, the showing must represent the species suggested in the art. Clearly, the acrylonitrile and methyl acrylate as well as the EDTA 
would have to be compared to be representative of the prior art. Thus, for these reasons Applicant's arguments were not persuasive. 
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
